3 1999-2000 SCHOOL CALENDAR 


County BOE replacing portables

The monthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
was a little late in getting started last 
Thursday but with the late arrival of 
a fourth member a quorum was met 
and the rather lengthy meeting 
began. 

Getting started on a positive note, 
the board recognized five foster 
grandparents who are part of a pro- 
gram that assists student and teach- 
ers at Project Independence located 
in New Brockton, The grandparents 
were commended by the board for 
the work they do and were present- 
ed a plaque in recognition for the 
invaluable service they provide. 

Those individuals honored were 
as follows: Gladys Barefoot, Lena 
Farris, Wallace Belcher, Leo 
Henderson, and William Herring. 
Mrs. Farris has been a part of the 
program for more than 17 years. 

In the absence of the school archi 
tect, Bill Wallace, County School 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
gave the board an update on plans to 
replace the portable classrooms in 
the county system with permanent 
structures. 

He told board members that all 
surveys (architectural and engineer- 
ing) had been completed and that 
some good news was that the septic 
tanks and field lines will pose no 
problem to the construction of 
classrooms on the Zion Chapel and 
New Brockton campuses. The only 
remaining test to be performed is 
soil testing at the proposed con- 
struction sites. 

Bowden said that $992,000 had 
been released to the county by the 
state from the bond issue passed by 
the state legislature in 1998 to be 
used to fund the building project. 
He commented that Coffee County 
received the full amount asked for 
Which was partially due to the fact 
that it would be funding all new 
facilities and not in repairing exist- 
ing classrooms. 

Several other school systems 
throughout the state had been 
approved to receive only a percent- 
age (about 25 percent) of what they 
had asked for. 

The plans for the 12 classrooms - 
six at Zion Chapel Elementary and 
six at New Brockton Elementary - 
will be finalized and hopefully con- 
struction will begin in the very near 
future. Bowden hopes to have chil- 
dren in the new classrooms by next 
Spring. 

Bowden shared with board mein- 
bers a letter he hod received from 
the Alabama Nati \al Guard con- 
cerning the proposed construction 


of a new baseball ‘ield at Zion 
Chapel. 
There were several questions 


about the requirements (such as pro- 
viding liability insurance, fuel, 
equipment repair, etc.) set forth in 


the letter that would have to be sat 


isfied before the ‘site preparation — 


could be done by guardsmen during 
summer camp. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, it was decided to table the mat- 
ter until the final plans for the field’s 
construction were received from the 
county engineer. At that time, fur- 
ther discussion, and a decision as to 
what course of action the board will 
take on the baseball field will be 
made. 

In presenting the suggested 
school calendar for 1999-2000, Dr. 
Linda Ingram reported on a recent 
survey of the modified school cal- 
endar presently being used by the 
school system. The survey was con- 
ducted in all three schools in the 
system with questionnaires being 
filled out by students, teachers and 
parents. 

“Overwhelmingly, it appears that 
the people like the modified calen- 
dar used this past year,” said Dr. 
Ingram. 

She gave the board a brief synop- 
sis of the survey results (1405 
responses were received). 

The percentages of those favoring 
the modified calendar ranged from 
91 plus to 96 plus percent. Parents 
returning the questionnaires favored 
continuing the modified plan into 
the next school term by 90.58 per- 
cent. Students (grades 9 through 12) 
followed their parents’ lead with 
90.98 percent stamp of approval. 
Faculty members favor the new cal- 
endar to the tune of 96.73 percent. 

Dr. Ingram shared some of the 
comments (recommendation and 
comments concerning the modified 
calendar were asked for) made on 
the survey sheets. They were as fol- 
lows: “My child has remained inter- 
ested in school,” “It works out bet- 
ter for me as a single parent,” and “I 
feel that the two weeks for spring 
break is superb - who ever thought 
that up should be commended.” 

One of Dr. Ingram’s concerns 
with the new calendar was that the 
shortened summer break would pre- 
sent a problem to students seeking 
or holding a summer job; however, 
according to the survey, this has not 
or will not cause any significant 
problems. 

A shorter Christmas break has 
been suggested but to do so would 
effect spring break in an adverse 
manner. Ingram explained the shift 
would cause the county’s spring 
break to not coincide with other 
schools. 

Board members asked Dr. Ingram 
and Supt. Bowden what affect the 
modified calendar had had on disci- 
pline, test scores and attendance if 
any. 

oth Ingram and Bowden agreed 
that it was too early to tell what 
impact it had had in these areas; 
however, information and data is 
being complied in order to make

The board adopted the 1999-2000 
modified school calendar with only 
a few minor changes from this 
year’s calendar. 

Tom Moates, county school sys 
tem’s textbook coordinator, gave a 
report and recommendation to the 
board from the textbook committee 

He said members of the commit 
tee have been studying samples ot 
textbooks for social studies, 
language and music 
November of last year. 

Moates commented that the state 
educational department’s goal is to 
change textbooks or get new books 
at least every six years, and in most 
cases in less time than that 

He said that the entire social stud 
ies curriculum, K thru 12, 
completely revamped from the pre 
sent one. 

Financially, the county is in good 
shape to purchase new textbooks for 
the students Moates reported 

“In 1998-99 the state allotment 
was $108,000 plus,” he said, “We 
spent $64,000 of that leaving us a 
balance of $46,000 plus which is 
real good.” 

He told board members that the 
textbook allotment per child ts 
$52.50 which means the system, 
with a projected enrollment of 2,068 
students in 1999-2000, will receive 
$108,615.15 in addition to the 
$46,000 reserve 

After reviewing the textbook 
committee's report and hearing 
Moates’ comments the board adopt 
ed the recommended textbooks

Second Ever Audit 


Unfortunately it was not an April 
fool's joke. On April first, the 


results of the second ever federal 
government- wide financial audit 
were released, and for the second 
year in a row, Uncle Sam’s financial 
bookkeeping is in a mess. 


“Significant financial system 


weaknesses, problems with funda- 
mental reporting, incomplete docu- 
mentation, and weak internal con- 
trols, including computer controls, 
continue to prevent the government 
from accurately reporting a signifi- 
cant portion of its assets, liabilities, 
and costs.” This was the conclusion 
of the U.S, General Accounting 
Office that was assigned the duty by 
Congress in 1993 to perform the 
annual federal government audit, 


The Government Management 
Act, passed by 


For example, the just-released 


federal audit for 1998 shows that 
Uncle Sam is unable to support sig- 
nificant portions of the $1.8 trillion 


1998 budget. Looking at the books, 


it appears that the federal govern- 
ment somehow lost track of billions 
in structures, equipment, property, 
and inventory, 


The audit revealed that federal 


agencies were unuble to protect and 
account for over $800 billion in 
government assets. Furthermore, a 
significant number of federal agen- 
cies dropped the ball and did not 
submit required financial records 
for the 
months after the end of the 1998 fis-

cal year and one month past the 
legal deadline. If taxpayers and 
small business owners tried this 
with the federal government they 
would likely be put in jail. 

Many in Congress, myself 
included, have come from business 
backgrounds where we had to 
adhere to strict budgets and 
accounting practices. Such disci- 
pline is not only required to run a 
successful business in the real 
world, but is basic common sense. 
Remarkably, until Congress recent- 
ly placed the federal bureaucracy 
under similar accounting require- 
ments, the federal books were large- 
ly unchecked, 

Phis is unacceptable. Since 1995, 
the Congress - the Legislative 
Branch of the federal government - 
has set an example for the rest of the 
federal government by actually 
reducing its staff size and eliminat- 
ing whole committees. Congress 
has also stepped up _— its 
Constitutional_oversight_responsi- 
bilities over other federal agencies 
by shedding more light on official 
bureaucratic waste. 

My own House VA Oversight and 
Investigations subcommittee has 
sternly rebuked the U.S. Veterans 
Administration for its waste of $140 
million while implementing a $1 
billion computer modernization 
program. 

Furthermore, as subcommittee 
chairman, I have held hearings into 
the squandering of scarce veterans 
care funds by VA hospital adminis- 
trators who spent $26,000 for a salt 
water fish tank; $20 1,000 to reno- 
vate a government-provided home 
already in good condition; and, 
$5,000 for new office carpeting 
which was subsequently trashed 
after the VA hospital director didn’t 
like the color, 

Congress's continued focus on 
shoddy federal record keeping and 
wasteful spending is essential if the 
federal government is ever to 


become more responsible stewards 


of your tax dollars.

*** Tt looks like the Elba Tigers might have new head coaches in all 
sports next year, at least if we are to believe the rumors that have been 
floating around in recent weeks. Julius Head has already been named the 
Tigers new head coach in football, while Marlon Johnston is reported to be 
mulling over several job offers in basketball, and baseball coach David 
Lowery is set to become the new head football coach at Brantley High 
School. With head junior high football coach Kevin Killingsworth already 
headed back to Enterprise, and former head football coach David Sikes 
reported to be leaving his teaching position, it looks like there will be a lot 
of new faces on the sidelines, on the diamond and possibly in the gym 
when the 1999-2000 school year opens in August 

** The Alabama State Board of Education voted recently to amend its 
“No Pass - No Play” rule in an attempt to make it possible for student-ath- 
letes to return to sports competition after only one semester, instead ot 
forcing the student-athletes to sit out a full year. The board had previously 
stated that if a student didn’t pass minimum standards during a school year, 
that student would have to sit out the entire following school year. Under 
the new ruling, if a student failed to meet the academic requirements dur- 
ing one semester, he/she could make up the work the following semester 
and regain eligibility after sitting out only one semester. Por an example, 
if a football player failed to make the grades during the first semester, he 
would be ineligible to play sports during the following semester. However, 
if that student made up the work required and passed during the second 
semester, he would be able to compete again at the beginning of the next 
school year. Some bugs still have to be worked out in the new plan, but it 
does seem to give the student-athletes more incentive to hit the books after 
a bad grading period, and not simply give up knowing he must sit out the 
entire next year no matter what happens the rest of that school year, It is a 
step in the right direction. 

#** The Elba Department of Parks and Recreation has now started its 
youth baseball and softball programs for the spring and summer, and look- 
ing at the schedule it reveals that a total of 39 games a week are being 
played at the fields at Legion Field and Hawkins-Williams Park. The 
schedule won't expand from its one game a week format in Dixie Youth, 
Dixie Minor and Girls Softball until early May, but when it does it will 
mean that teams in the leagues will play over 50 games a week. That’s a 
lot of ball to be played, and a lot of work for the folks in recreation to keep 
the parks in shape and the fields ready for action. There can’t be another 
town the size of Elba anywhere in the nation that has more participation 
from its citizens in recreation! 

*** The work is continuing on the Mulberry Park, and within a matter 
of days the new concession building ~ bathrooms will be completed, and 
the lights focused to give the field its maximum lighting capacity. The ball 
field already has new fencing, new dugouts and a new scoreboard, and the 
concession building and bathrooms will make the park something to be 
proud of.

*** In closing, it was great to hear last week that Kinston High School 
athletic director/girls coach Amelia Rhoades received a good report fol- 
lowing tests on her heart.

Phe Coffee County Commission's 
first night meeting of the year had a

Elba’s sewer overhaul one step closer

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening and moved one 
step closer to the major sewer sys- 
tem overhaul which has been in the 
talking and planning stages for the 
past five or six years. 

The council approved a low con- 
struction bid of $1,617,679 from 
Speegle Construction Inc. of Cocoa, 
Florida for the sewer upgrade. Bids 
from the other ten bidders ranged 
upward to $2,676,656.75. Once the 
bid, and the bidder, have been 
approved by USDA — Rural 
Development, construction should 
begin by June Ist and the project is 
expected to be completed in about 
one year. Consulting engineers for 
the project are Pcters Municipal 
Associates, Inc. (PMA) of Dothan. 

Bobby Lee, representing PMA, 
said his firm has worked with 
Speegle and are presently oversee- 
ing a project they are doing in 
Florida, He recommended the firm 
as being well qualified to do the 
Elba work. 

City officials are keenly aware 
that the prime contractor in the 1968 
Elba sewer expansion project filed 
bankruptcy before completing the 
job and the bonding company had to 
find another firm to complete the 
installation. A major problem in that 
renovation was the continuous cay- 
ing in of the trench sides as the wet

sand caused the ever widening 
ditches to become massive holes of 
water and more caving sand. There 
was one death during the 1968 pro- 
ject due to this problem. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
told council members that the 911 
lines have been out of service for 
several days due to problems with 
the phone lines. He assured council 
members that the phone company 
had corrected this problem and the 
emergency system is back in ser- 
vice. 

The chief also told council mem- 
bers about a grant application he is 
preparing. It will be a juvenile crime 
prevention unit and, if approved, 
will be receive 75% federal funding. 
The unit will be a coordinated effort 
between the Elba Police 
Department and the Elba City 
School system and consist of four 
officers. Whitworth said this pro- 
ject, which he has been working on 
for some time, will fit perfectly with 
the national concerns following the 
recent incident in Colorado. 

One officer will be assigned to 
each of the two Elba schools, one 
will be community based and they 
will ‘all report to a unit supervisor, 
working directly under the police 
chief. The unit will concentrate on 
parks and other recreation areas 
during the summer months

teacher and mother of two students 
at Zion Chapel. “IUs just very sad 
that we've gotten to that point.” 

She said in the days following the 
shooting, she heard many of the stu- 
dents of Zion Chapel say how much 
this act of violence scared them. 
And, it was in talking with her own 
children and students that Hodge 
said she wondered where this kind 
of violence would end. 

“I felt sorry for the kids of the 
school and the families of those who 
were killed,” said Eric Jordan, a 
senior at Elba High School. “And, | 
hope this sort of thing never happens 
here.” 

Charles Pearce, superintendent of 
the Elba City Schools, said the 
morning after the shooting in 
Colorado the faculty and administra 
tion met to review the systems plan 
to let everyone know to be more 
aware and cautious. 

“An event like this is°one of the 
greatest fears an administrator has,” 
said Pearce. “You hope and pray 
that it never happens, but there is 
always the possibility that it could 
happen. We must try to be familiar 
with the plan in case tragedy does 
strike.” 

Elba High School Principal 
Danny Weeks said being fully pre- 
pared for gunshots being fired in a 
school is almost impossible, but he 
feels the safety plan adopted by the 
Elba City Schools along with strict 
guidelines will continue to make 
Elba schools safe. 

“It is a sad day when violence 
enters a school building,” Weeks 
said. “But, we have a plan in place 
here at Elba, and I truly believe that 
our students are safe.” 

He said besides the safety policy 
that was adopted by the board of 
education a few years back, Elba 
High School is one of the few 
schools which still imposes a strict

“At times, I feel like things are 
pretty well taken care of here,” said 
Kelvin Burks, a junior at Elba. “It's 
things like what happened in 
Colorado really scare you because 
you don’t know what’s going 
through a person’s mind all the time. 
Students are a lot more violent 
today. A person could be your friend 
one day and shoot you the next day.” 

He said incidents like the one at 
Columbine really hit home because 
it effects everyone in that parents 
send their children to school, but 
dont expect to hear that they have 
been killed there 

“As a student, hearing about these 
things makes you scared because 
they are happening in litthe towns, 
and you just can’t tell about people 
anymore,” said Heather Hays, an

Weeks said the administrators, 
teachers and counselors at EHS have 
had discussions with the students 
about the events that took place last 
week, and they always want the stu- 
dents to know that their doors are 
open. 

“We are not only here to help stu- 
dents with the academics,” he said. 
“T tell the students that my door is 
always open from a quarter to seven 
each morning until on into the after- 
noon. 

He also said that the teachers real- 
ize that they play a double role for 
the students in that they many times 
become a counselor as well as a 
teacher. He said there are many 
instances when a student finds it 
easier to talk to a teacher about a 
problem rather than his or her par- 
ents. With this in mind, Weeks said 
the faculty at EHS strives always be 
prepared to help a student in need. 

Hodge said it is a tragedy like the 
one in Colorado last week which 
suggests that parents, teachers and 
administrators must work to give 
kids something to believe in because 
she feels it was obvious that the two 
students at Columbine High School 
did not believe in anything. 

“We must help our students to 
believe in themself,” said Hodge. 
“Somehow we must let them know 
that there is always hope.” 

“Sometimes it seems hard to come 
to school because you never know 
What is going to happen,” Burks 
said. “Maybe now students who 
know about a problem will go to 
teachers or administrators quicker 
because of the scare these incidents 
have given us.” 

Bowden said the teachers and 
administration of the schools want 
the students to know that they can 
come forward if a problem exists. 

“The students are the ones who 
will more than likely know if there 
is a problem within a school,” 
Bowden said. “It is our job to listen 
to what the students tell us, take that 
information seriously and follow up 
on it.” 

“This incident has certainly made 
me start looking at things different- 
ly.” said Hodge. “I don’t just take 
things at face value anymore. Tam 
more cautious in knowing what's 
going-on-around-neand-l_feel-like 
it has probably done the same for 
our students,”

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Congress begans process of funding 
Elba & Geneva levees’ rehabilitation 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Both the 
U.S, House of Representatives and 
the U.S. Senate have begun the 
process of authorizing funds for 
repairs and rehabilitation of levees 
in Elba and Geneva, Alabama 

The Senate has passed a provi 
sion which will authorize the Army 
Corps of Engineers to repair and 
rehabilitate the levee in Elba in the 
amount of $12,900.00, and the 
Geneva levee in the amount of 
$16,600.00, A committee in the 
House of Representatives has 
reported a similar provision in a bill 


Which is soon expected to be acted 
upon in the House of 
Representatives, 

“These authorizations are crucial 
to ensure the levees are repaired and 
to avert future flooding disasters,” 
said Sen, Richard C, Shelby, “These 
repairs should be a top priority for 
the Corps of Engineers, and I will 
continue to monitor these projects 
as they proceed through the legisla- 
live process.”
